The sensational turn given to the tes- 
timony for the defense yesterday when 
Mrs. Ada Stephenson, wife of a Brook - 
lyn policeman, said she thought Cornish 
was the man she saw mall the poison 
package, was continued today. Cornish 
was recalled to the stand and was asked 
whether he nad a brown overcoat in 1398. 
Mrs. Stephenson said the man she saw 
mail the poison package wore a brown 
overcoat. Cornish said today he had no 
overcoat at all that winter and then Mr. 
Black read from the minutes of the last 
trial to show taat Cornish had testified 
at that time that he had only one over- 
coat and that it was brown. 

W. M. K. Olcott, 
counsel, testified that he had purchased 
cyanide of mercury without difficulty at 
a drug store in this city by saying that 
he wanted it for photographic experi- 
ments. Two other witnesses gave similar 
testimony. 


Professor Vulte, of Columbia university, | 


gave evidence to the effect that Molineux 
was in his company from noon until af- 
ter dark on the day the poison package 
was mailed. The package was malted 
during the afternoon. 

He Wanted $1,000. 

H. E. Terry, a reporter, gave téstimony 
to contradict that of Joseph Koch, who 
identified Molineux as the man who hired 
the letter box for him in September, 1898. 
Witness was asked if Koch went to a 
newspaper office and offered to identify 


* Molineux as the man who hired the let- 


ter box if witness would pay him $1,000. 
Witness said he did. .

SWITCHMEN MAY GO ON STRIKE 


Balloting on the Question in Chicago 
Last Night. 

Chicago, November 7.—Balloting is in 
Progress tonight to decide whether the 
switchmen employed in Chicago by 18 of 
the principal roads centering here shail 
go on strike. A proposition was sub- 
mitted to the railroads sometime ago by 
the men asking for a wage increase of > 
cents an hour. The railroad officials to- 
night offered to compromise by paying 
an increase of 21-2 cents an hour to 
helpers and 3 1-2 cents to foremen. Mean- 
time a vote of the men is being taken to 
ascertain whether a majority favor ac- 
cepting, or favor going on strike. Over 
8.000 men are involved. The result will 
not be known until tomorrow. 


CONFERENCES OVER THE LAND. 


Secretary Hay and Minister Concha 


Have Daily Talks. 

Washington, November 7.—The confer- 
ences between Secretay Hay and Colom- 
bian Minister Concha, who are engaged 
in the preparation of the projected Pana- 
ma canal treaty, continue at stated peri- 
ods. The negotiations are proceeding sat- 
isfactorily and the prediction is made 
that the terms of a treaty will be agreed 
upon very soon, probably within a fort- 
night. If such be the case, the presi- 
Gent will be able to deal with the treaty 
in his annual message to congress.

It is claimed 
that the total vote for sheriff was in ex- 
cess, to the extent of more than 10,000 
votes, of the number of ballots issued in 
the county for the election. According 
to à report from the board of election 
commisioners, between 284,000 and 285,000 
ballots were issued at the polls, including 
the number destroyed and those wrongly 
stamped. Figures give the total vote for 
sheriff at 294,943. Where the difference 
comes in has given rise to the cry of 
fraud, in the interest of some candidate 
for sheriff on the ticket. 


EXPRESS ENVELOPES FOUND 


Where the Robbers Had Opened and 
Rifled Them. 

Wabash, Ind., November 7.—On_ thie 
carrier of the saw mill at Treaty, this 
county, this afternoon, William Wolga- 
muth found a bundle of twenty large en- 
velopes, the sealing wax on which. had 
been but recently broken. The envelopes 
were those express companies use for 
shipping currency, and the messengers’ 
and agents’ marks thereon proved that 
they had contained in the aggregate 
about $18,000, which had been shipped 
over the Burlington road between Omah 
‘and Chicago. The date they bore was 
August 19, and it was supposed by the 
Wabash agent of the company to whom 
they were turned over that they had 
been rified of their contents by robbers 
who robbed a Burlington train and who 
gathered at Treaty to divide the spoils.

Every Leader of the Fa- 
natics Has Been 
Slain. 


Victoria, B. C., November 7.—Maill ad- 
vices received from the Orient inglude 
official reports from Kwei-Chun 
former viceroy of Sze Schuan, detalling 
the recent boxer outbreak taere. After re- 
lating the incidents leading up to the de- 
struction of the churches in tne two dis- 
tricts and the murder of many native con- 
veris, the report says: 

“Several regiments of troops were sent 
to the disturbed places and besides slay- 
ing 200 or 300 of the insurgents, the troops 
succeeded in capturing several who were 
brought to Chen Tu and decapitated. 

“Between five and six thousand boxers 
had assembled in Hwaiang Hsein, Cnin- 
tang Hsion and Chein Tow, where they 
occupied the market towns and killed as 
many captains of the train bands as they 
could get hold of. 

A small force was sent to the boxers 
to exhort them to disperse. I dfan’t take 
Stringent measures on this occasion, be- 
cause I feared that among the boxers 
there might be many famine-stricken in- 
habitants who were not disposed to do 
evil, but were simply misled by the box- 
ers. A fight followed and 200 boxers were 
killed and the others driven back. The 
force sent was obliged to return.” 

The report describing the attack on 
Ochengtu, where three regiments and 
600 bannermen had been assembled for 
defense, says: 

“The boxers attacked 
rial troops in the outskirts of 
Cheng Tu and a hot battle followed, 
which lasted for a whole night, with the 
result that between four and five hundre4 
of the rebels were slain, about 1,000 were 
dispersed afd the rest retreated to Ching 
Tangsien, where they burned the church 2s

REBEL LEADERS 
HAD A QUARREL 


Cause of the Retreat of Vene- 
uelan Rebel Forces, 


ES — — ů— — 


There Was à Lack of Ammunition 
and Generals Rolando and Matos 
Disputed About It and Ro- 
lando Withdrew Forces 
from Main Army. 


La Victoria, Venezuela, November 7.— 
News has been received here concerning 
the retreat of the revolutionary forces. 
It is to the effect that on the night of 
November 1 the revolutionists withdrew 
from their positions near La Victoria 
and San Mateo because they were with- 
out ammunition. The fact that the rebels 
lacked cartridges caused a disagreement 
between General Matos and General Ro- 
lando, which was followed by hot words. 
General Rolando declared that the shori- 
age of ammunition was the fault of Gen- 
eral Matos and that if the success of the 
revolution was endangered by this condi- 
tion General Matos alone was respons!i- 
ble. He said that all was lost, and with 
his followers, about 2,300 men, he with- 
drew from the main body of the rebels 
in the direction of Alta Gracia. It is re- 
ported that General Rolando proclaimed 
‘el Mocho” Hernandez as the leader of 
the revolution. 

President Castro, since he discovered 
that the revolutionists only retreated be- 
cause of their absolute lack of ammuni- 
tion, has caused them to be pursued day 
and night by government soldiers. 

The latest report issued by the govern- 
ment says that Generals Matos, Mendoza 
and Riera and their commands are flee- 
ing in disorder in an effort to reach the 
mountainous districts. These generals are 
supposed to be near Barrera, a point 12 
miles from the lake of Valencia. 

Guerrillas in the service of the govern- 
ment have captured and brought to Pres- 
ident Castro certain records and docu- 
ments belonging to members of General 
Matos’ personal staff, as well as the 
general’s personal correspondence. The 
contents of these papers give evidence of 
the critical situation of the leaders of the 
revolution. 

It is difficult to understand the appa- 
rent, sudden and complete collapse of the 
revolutionary movement. But a few days 
ago the rebels seemed to be upon the 
eve of victory, while today their cause 
seems absolutely lost. l 

President Castro, having sent nis men 
in all directions to cut off the retreat 
of the enemy, left here today for Cara- 
cas. The government soldiers, who are 
following up the rebels, scored their firet 
success this morning by the capture of 
General Ramon Liuzil, who was making 
his way in the direction of Alta Gracia 
with 300 rounds of ammunition and 4,000 
men to reinforce the revolutionists. 

From here President Castro goes to-Los 
Teques, which point was abandoned by 
the rebels yesterday. From Los Teques 
the president will go by rail to Caracas, 
arriving there Sunday morning. He will 
then take his place at the head of the 
government. 

-Telegraphic communication between La 
Victoria and Caracas has been restored.

SOLDIERS CHARCE 
‘OB OF LYNCHERS 


With Fixed Bayonels Militia 
men Attack Crowd, 


Squad of 20 Men, Under Major J: L. 
Daniel, Put to Flight Several 
Hundred at Anniston — A 
Speedy Trial To Be 
Given Negro. 


Anniston, Ala., November 7.—(Special.)— 
A mob of several hundred men was or- 
ganized and marched on the jail here at 
11:30 o'clock tonight to lynch the assail- 
ant of Mrs. Williams. 

Major J. L. Daniel, of the Third Ala- 
bama, sélected twenty men and charged 
on the mob with fixed bayonets and they 
seattered in every direction. 

Three companies are now guarding the 
jail and no further attempt will be made 
to lynch the prisoner. ‘The streets are 
almost deserted and the only thing heard 
is an occasional shot fired by members 
of the mob as they leave for their homes 
in the country. 

As soon as Mrs. Williams is sufficiently 
recovered to identify the negro he will be 
carried before her again, and if he proves 
the guilty party a special term of court 
will be called and a speedy trial is prom- 
ised. 

Orders were issued calling out Second 
battalion of the Third infantry, Alabama 
national guard, to protect Jason Bacon, 
a negro, who was brought here and placed 
in jail last night on the charge of as- 
saulting Mrs. John Williams, near here.

Detectives Working: on Bourguin 
Murder in Savannah, 


Dead Man Had Many Enemies. 
Warrants Have Been Sworn Out 
by Son of Victim—Hyp- 
notism Is Tried on 
Negro. 


Savannah, Ga., November 7,—(Special.) 
Uncertain rumors, whispered charges, 
and violent insinuations that have been 
circulated since the foul murder of Gugie 
Bourquin and Fred Taylor ‘aave culmi- 
rated in the issuance of warrants for 
murder against fivé suspected men. The 
men are W. J. Potter, Swaine Potter, his 
son, Richard Norton, Miceler and Babe 
Curzy. 

They have not been arrested, but war- 
rants which were sworn out before Mag- 
istrate Naughtin by Gullmeans Bourquin, 
son of Gugie Bourquin, are now in the 
hands of County Detective Chariton and 
a force of deputies. Though they ‘nave 
had the warrants for twenty-four hours 
or more they -have not yet taken active 
steps toward arresting the men.| 

The swearing out of the warrants 
caused no surprise to those who have 
followed the development of the case and 
have been on the inside of the effort to 
cause the arrest of the murderers. 

The rumors referred to connected Pot- 
ter and his friends with the commission 
of the horrible crime. They were based 
on the enmity known to have existed 
between Bourquin and Potter and the 
threats the latter has ofen been heard 
to make that he would avenge his real 
or fancied wrongs, and upon the alleged 
proximity of himself and his compagions 
to the scene of the crime on the occa- 
sion of its commission. 

It is said it was not intended to serve 
the warrants unless those for whom they 
were issued refused to call on Solicitos 
General Osborne and satisfy him they 
had no part in the murder. This the 
two Potters and Cursey are said to havs 
already done. 

Boupquin was a man who had many 
enemies, and it develops that a number 
of them made threats against his life. 

Tried To Hypnotize Negro. 

In the police court this morning 
Miller, the self-confessed murderer 
Gugie Bourquin, was arraigned for the 
theft of some cloths and a gun at the 
time he escaped from the convict camp 
some time ago, and also for the burglary 
of the house of Philip Lovett and Tim 
Brooks, which charge was lodged against 
him yesterday. Then he was given a 
rich experience. An attempt was made 
to get what could be believed as a true 
story out of him by the use of hypnotic 
means, one of the local physicians who 
has no little réputation in that direction 
conducting the experiment, 

For over an hour the trial lasted. At 
its conclusion the doctor and the others 
vo had been present who were seen could 
not be made to say whether or not they 
had met with any success. It is not be- 
lieved that they were able to gather any 
additional information as a result of their 
efforts. 

Chief Reilly says that Miller has stuck 
to his original story up to this time. The 
chief says that he considers Miller the 
most remarkable negro that he has had 
any experience with since his connection 
with the police force. 

The theory that seems to be forming 
in the minds of the police is that Miller, 
while not the man who did the shooting, 
knows who did and could tell if he could 
be prevailed on to do so.

COST OF RURAL FREE DELIVERY 


First Assistant Postmaster General 
Makes His Report. 

Washington, November 7.—The annual 
gross cost of a complete rural free de- 
livery service throughcut the United 
States wil lapproximate $24,000,000, ac-« 
cording to the annual report of First As- 
sistant Postmaster General Wynne today 
rechived from August W. Machen, the 
general superintendent of the service. The 
remaining 00, 000 square miles not now 
covered by rural free delivery service, ac~- 
cording to the report, will require the 
employment of 26,000 or 27,000 carriers in 
addition to those now employed. To ex- 
tend the service 12,000 routes a year until 
it becomes universal, the report says, will 
require such large increased appropria- 
tions that the annual postoffice deficits 
for the ensuing two or three years will 
probably reach $8,000,000 or $10,000,000, if 
not more; but once the service is com- 
pleted the additional revenue derived will 
soon reduce the deficit to present figures, 
if not entirely wipe them out. 

There will be on December 1 fully 1,700 
routes for which there is no appropria- 
tion available. This number probably 
will be increased by January 1 to at 
least 2,500. Mr. Wynne and Mr, Machen 
say that to comply n the demands 
of the people and of members of con- 
gress the department will require an ad- 
ditional appropriation, otherwise further 
establishment of service will be deſerre i 
until July 1 next. If the additional funds 
are granted 15,000 rural free delivery 
letter carriers will be in active service 
by May 1. On July 1 last the city free 
delivery service embraced 933 cities, in- 
cluding four in the insular possessions, 
and the total number of uniformed letter 
carriers in the city service were 17,876, 
as against 16,389 the previous year. Tt 
ts estimated that the free delivery will 
be extended to seventy-two offices dur- 
ing the current year. It is also estimated 
that the expenditure will aggregate $21,- 
$28,300 for the maintenance and extension 
of city delivery service during the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1904.

Railroad President Presents Some 


Rate Figures. 

Chicago, November 7.—President A. B. 
Stickney, of the Chicago, Great Western 
railroad, was the first witness at the 
second day’s session of the interstate 
commerce commission today. He had 
prepared a number of figures to show that 
the rAtes imposed by that road were not 
unreasonable. Mr. Stickney’s testimony 
was to the effect that while there was 
an apparently large disparity between the 
rates on live stock and finished produci, 
yet the conditions of transportation made 
the two rates almost equal. 

President Stickney declared that all 
rates wore astablished on a basis of an 
absolutely free market and the inten 
tion of the rallroad company was not to 
hurt Chicego Sr to build up Kansas City. 

W. B. Biddle, for the traffic manager -* 
the Santa Fe railroad, who was the next 
witness, took issue with President Stick- 
ney in [csaeru Ww rates Gu itve eK. fie 
began by stating that the rates establish- 
ed by his company on packing house pro- 
ducts are the same as those of the Great 
Western raflroad, while on live stock it 
is gnly 12 cents compared with 23 1-2 cents 
as charged by the Preat Western line. 
The witness said that the cost of both 
were about equal, and that railroad men 
generally recognized that rates should de 
higher on the finished product than on 
live stock. 

A. C. Bird, third vice president of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul road, 
who testified yesterday, went on the 
stand agai ntoday. Mr. Bird declared 
that rates are governed largely by mar- 
ket conditions. In reply to a question he 
aserted that the rates enforced dy his 
road on cattle and packing house prod- 
ucts do not injure the public generally,

The committees will 
meet Monday morning at 10 o’clock in 
Councilman Key’s office. 

Think Agreement Impossible. . 
After the meeting adjourned some of 
the committeemen expressed themselves 
to the effect that they belleve further 
effort of the two bodies to get togethe- 
Judge Hillyer 
stated that he thinks there is- yet some 
possibility of a compromise. 

In the discussion of the proposed in- 
crease in the number of wards, an ef- 
ort was made to reopen the question of 
extending the city limits and incorporate 
the immediate outlying territory, but the 
proposition met with defeat.

Governor 
Aycock was asked if the bondholders had 
ever made any demand on him for pay- 
ment, and said no. Ex-Governor Russell 
was questioned as to how long he had 
been connected with the suit as attorney, 
and also whether, while he was governor, 
he knew anything. of a plan to bring 
suit. 

These were all witnesses for the North 
Carolina railway, which expects to prove 
that the bonds were sold far below par; 
that they were illegally issued and that 
there is collusion between South Dakota 
and the private bondholders in order to 
invoke state relief for private ends.

The 
ladies began screaming and calling for 
help, and for a few minutes it looked 
as if serious trouble would ensue. 
Covered Crowd with Gun. 

Sergeant Martin covered young Steady 
with his gun and told him if he made 
enother move he would kill him and the 
first soldier who attempted any violence. 
James Muse, one of the soldiers. h 
claims to be a nephew of the prominent 
merchant, George Muse, immediately 
called upon the men to stand back and 
cause no disturbance. A number of citi- 
zens crowaed around and offered assist- 
ance to the officer, and with this, the 
soldiers seeing that serious trouble would 
follow if any violence was offered, board- 
ed the car. Young Steady was placed un- 
der arrest and will be tried before Re- 
corder Broyles today. 

E. T. Kerey, who lives in the country 
near East Point, was on the car at the 
time, and when seen after the trouble 
said that he expected any minute to see 
tloodshed, as the soldiers seemed bent on 
causing the officer trouble. 

It was stated that all the soldiers on 
the car seemed to be under the influence 
of liquor.

SAYS STATE WILL NOT LOSE 


President of the Central Says State’s 
Property in Atlanta Will Be as 
Valuable for Commercial 
Purposes as It Was 
Before.

Savannah, Ga., November 7.— (Special.) 
President John M. Egan, of the Central 
railway, returned today, from a trjp to 
Washington. He was seen by the rep- 
resentative of The Constitution and 
asked about the project that has been 
launched by the Southern and Central 
railway for the erection of a passenger 
station in Atlanta, which all the lines en- 
tering the city may use. 

“I do not understand the cry that fs 
raised that the state’s property Will suffer 
if the site of the present union station 
is abandoned,” said Mr. Egan. “The 
value of the property will not be im- 
paired. It would be available for other 
than passenger station purposes, and 
there is no reason why the view should 
be entertained that so desirable a tract 
will not be equally as valuable for com- 
mercial as for railway purposes. In this 
territory passenger earnings represent 
only about one-third the revenue derived 
from freight traffic. The passenger earn- 
ings, therefore, have not the same im- 
portance as the freight earnifigs. 
a step that might affect the value of pas- 
senger terminals could not mean any 
very tremendous loss comparatively to a 
railroad company. If the Western and 
Atlantic uses the new station it will 
mean less distance for it to traverss 
through the city. Blocks of buildings 
could be erected upon the site of the 
present depot.“

An Age of Motive Power. 

The omnipresent trollley line and 
the big office building have wrought a 
great change in motive power statis- 
tics within the past ten or twelve 
years. A bulletin of the twelfth cen- 
sus devoted to statistics of this na- 
ture is interesting. From this author- 
ity we learn that the motive power 
employed in running the machinery of 
the United States amounted to 11,200,- 
081 horse power in 1900, as against 
5,954,655 horse power in 1890—an in- 
crease of nearly 100 per cent. The 
foregoing figures refer to manufactu> 
ing alone. There were 1;200 electric 
railway lines in operation in the late 
census year, employing more than a 
million horse power in their power 
stations, and the steam engines nec- 
essary to generate the electricity in 
3,300 central stations supplying cur- 
rents for ighting and power represent- 
ed more than 1,500,000 horse power: 

Doubtless the present census decade 
will witness considerable of a revolu- 
tion in the character of motive power 
employed. The trend is decidedly to- 
ward electricity in preference to 
steam, but it will surprise many to 
learn from the census bulletin in ques- 
tion that in the factories of the Unite! 
States 77 per cent of the motive power 
in use is steam, and even the primitive 
water wheel furnishing 15 per cert. 
The remaining 8 per cent is divides 
between electric motors, gas and gas- 
oline engines, etc. 

Mechanical engineering, and partic- 
ularly electrical engineering, can be 
adopted by the young American as his 
life employment with little fear of 
overcrowding. That field of labor 
promises almost illimitable expansion, 
but the skill required is exacting and 
a bent for mechanics desirable. Truly 
this is becoming more and more an 
age of machinery.

Mexico’s Growing Exports. 

We have grown so accustomed to re- 
gard Mexico as on a par with the som- 
nolent, revolutionary republics of 
South America that it will occasion 
some surprise to learn that the past 
decade has made our neighboring re- 
public a good deal of a commercial 
rival for the trade of South and Cen- 
tral America, at the same time greatly 
curtailing our exports across the Rio 
Grande. Thanks largely to one man, 
President Diaz, Mexico has become a 
stable, and is becoming an industrious, 


country. His long hold upon the chief 


magistracy of the republic is in a 
large measure due to the prosperity 
policies of gevernment have 
brought to the Mexican people. In or- 
der to make Mexico an industrial 
nation, the Diaz administration has 
patterned closely after the United 
States, instituting protective tariffs, 
but really, for the fostering of infant 
industries. The result has been that 
Mexican ‘manufacturers now supply 
quite generally the home demand for 
such products as they make—so gen- 
erally, in fact, that they are looking 
for foreign fields to conquer. Natu- 
rally they are turning to their sister 
republics to the southward, whera 
language and conditions of life are 
the same as their own. ;

Sectionalism in Congress. 

It has become a matter of duty with 
republican newspapers to discredit 
the honesty of the south's representa- 
tion in congress. It is no surprise, 
therefore, to find The Philadelphia 
Press announcing in connection with 
the recent election: : 

In the south there was no contest. The 
democratic legislation to disfranchise re- 
publicans in that section of the country 
was so complete that in some states the 
democrats had no opposition at the polls 
of any kind. That party’ starts out with 
over 100 votes secured in that way, and 
then has a perfectly fair chance to win 
what it can in the north and west. That 
it suffefs defeat under such circumstances 


‘shows how strong the republican princi- 


ples are with the voters. 

The statement that the disfran- 
chisement of republicans was so com- 
plete that “in some states the demo- 
crats had no opposition at the polls of 
any kind” sounds singular here in Geor- 
gia, where no laws have ever been en- 
acted to disfranchise republicans. Yet 
not a republican candidate was put 
up in Georgia. Why, we do not 
know, but perhaps The Press can get 
full information from its own party 
friends in this state, who will manage 
to get together conventions in 1904 
that will send twenty-six delegates to 
vote with equal authority and power 
as any twenty-six who will be sent 
from the great republican state of 
Pennsylvania. At all events, they 
cannot charge and prove by our laws 
that they were prevented by demo- 
cratic disfranchisement. 

At the sarfie time we would like to 
know why six republican candidates 
for congress in Philadelphia “had no 
opposition at the polls of any kind?” 
Was it due to “republican ‘legislation 
to disfranchise democrats in that sec- 
tion,” or was it not rather due to 
those fraudulent republican registra- 
tions in Philadelphia, once estimated 
by The Press itself at 80,000, that op- 
erate to disfranchise democrats’ as ef- 
fectually and far more dishonestly 
than any southern statute disfran- 
chises southern republicans? Per- 
haps the same explanation will also 
cover the case of Allegheny county, 
in Pensylvania, where four republican 
congressmen were elected with “no 
opposition at the polls of any kind.”

Why should not all the elections in 
Georgia be held on one day? There 18 
a growing sentiment throughout the state 
that this should-be done. The days when 
there was reason to believe it best to 
have the state election on a different day 
from the federal election have apparent- 
ly passed, as has the warrant for fear 
of federal interference in elections. As 
things now stand. the elections are mere- 
ly formal ratifications of the action of the 
democratic primaries held previously, 
and there is no apparent reason why the 
whole business should not be cleaned up 
at once, 

Senator Skelton is a firm believer in a 
change from the present system under 
which we have one election in October 
and another in November, and he has 
prepared a bill embodying his views. 
This has not yet been introduced, but it 
will provably be put in today or Monday. 

“My bill.“ said Senator Skelton es- 
terday, “will provide that the election of 
state officers shali be held in November 
at the same date as election of members 
of congress. It will also provide that the 
sessions of the legislature shall begin 
early in January of each year instead of 
in October. I have not yet perfected its 
details, but those are its general provis- 
ions, : 

“There are, in my opinion, manf reas- 
ons to make the change desirable and 
none on the other side that are weighty. 
As a broad proposition, there should be 
as few elections as it is possible to get 
along with. Each election means trouble 
and expense. It should be possible for 
the citizens to do all his voting—outside, 
ef course, of the primary—on one day. I 
think the people generally indorse that 
proposition. As things are now, both the 
October and November elections are sort 
ot perfunctory affairs, the real contests 
being in tne democratic primaries. 
Just why we should cling to the old idea 
of separate elections for state officers and 
for members of congress I do not see. 
There was, of course, a time when the 
dangers of federal interference made this 
plan seem desirable, but that day has 
long since passed. . 

„J think it to the interest of the demo- 
cratic party to make the change. AS 
things now stand, there is always the 
possibility of a successful sneak cam- 
paign being made against some of the 
nominees for congress. In the seventh 
district at the election just passed, 4 
populist endeavered to capture Judge 
Mauuox’s seat by a still hunt that was 
not discovered until just before election 
day. That was a sporadic effort, it is 
true, but the trick might be turned suc- 
cessfully some day because not ons man 
in ten realizes when the November elec- 
tion comes and fewer still pay any atten- 
tion to it. If we elected our congress 
men on the same day as our state officers, 
the people would take much more inter- 
est in both elections. , 

“All the members of congress would 
like to see such a change made.

The Veto Message. 


The veto follows: 

To the General Council of the City of 
Atlanta, Ga.—Gentlemen: I have the 
ordinance entitled “An ordinance to pro- 
hibit convict labor and convict material 
in city contracts, adopted by your hon- 
drable body, now before me for consid- 
eration, and after careful and thorough 
examination, and with all my sympathy 
with the well understood intention of the 
ordinance, I feel it my duty “to disap- 
prove it. 

I might well content myself and feel 
entire justification in my action in say- 

that it is illegal, and my oath of 
office, as well as my sense of obligation 
to the people, compels me thus to re- 


I consider that the -public policy of 
the state as expressed by the public acts 
of the läglslature legallzes leasing 
ef convicts to private parties, and the 
city would have no authority to pass aiv 
ce in conflict with the puolic laws 
of the state. 

Under the charter of the city we are 
authorized to contract for public work 
necessary for improvement of the city. 
This involves the use and purchase of 
material and employment of labor neces- 

therefor, and in accordance with 
such authority the government should 
procure all material and labor in such 
work as the city may require on the 
most favorable terms; due regard being 
hed at all times to the best characters 
and durabilitv of such work, and to ac 
complish this it follows that we musf 
avail ourselves of such . advantageous 
terms as competition provides, when sucb 
competition is promoted by law, rather 
than stified or indeed prevented to the 
detriment of the people. , 

The trend of all the decisions of the 
law that have been brought to my atten- 
tion support this important principle of 
competition.

HOUSE PASSES ITS FIRST BILL 


Hall, of Bibb, Wants a Board of 


The house got a number of important 
matters in shape yesterday during its 
short session of less than one hour. 

The bill by Mr. Candler, of DeKalb, pro- 
viding for an amendment to the consti- 
tution of the state, 80 as to exempt from 
taxation, or give the legislature power to 
so exempt, all church, school and college 
property in the state, was made the spe- 
cial order for next Tuesday morning im- 
mediately after the reading of the jour- 
nal. This is one of the most important 
measures before the general assembly, 
as it is designed to pave a way for the 
exemption from taxation of all college en- 
dowments in the state. The taxation of 
these endowments has interfered witn 
many state’ institutions securing large 
sums for their maintenance and support, 
and there appears to be a general desire 
to relieve them from this burden. As 
this is an amendment to fhe constitufion 
it requires a two-thirds vote of each house 
to pass it before it can be submitted to the 
people for ratification. 

Speaker Morris appointed the house 
members of the joint finance committee 
as provided for in section 304 of the state 
code. He named Messrs. Hayes, of Ma- 
con, and Mutherin, of Richmond: This 
committee's duties are prescribed by 
statute, among them being to examine 
the books of the state treasurer, and to 
look generally into the finances of the 
state and report to the general assembly. 

The house concurred’ in the senate res- 
olution inviting Secretary of Agriculture 
James Wilson and Dr. H. W. Wiley, of 
the chemistry division, department of 
agriculture, to address the general as- 
sembly on the occasion of their coming 
visit to Georgia, and requesting Governor 
Terrell to convey this invitation to these 
distinguished gentlemen. 

The house unanimously passed a reso- 


the hearty thanks of the general as- 
sembly to Hon. John M. Slaton, of Ful- 
ton, and to Mrs. Slaton for their generous 
entertainment of the members at the Cold 
Springs Cue Club grounds on Wednes- 
day, and extending them best wishes for 
their future happines and prosperity. 
First Bill Is Passed. 

The house passed its first bill-of the 
session yesterday. It was a bill by Mr. 
Felder, of Bibb, to authorize the com- 
missioners of roads and revenues of Bibb 
county to contribute to the support and 
maintenance of the hospital in Macon 
which is maintained and supported by the 
Macon Hospital Association. The bil] as 
amended by Mr. Felder authorizes the 
commissioners to contribute to the hos- 
pital to the extent of $1,200 a year. The 
reasou for this is that many county pa- 
tients are cared for in the hospital. The 
bill was passed by a vote of 10 to 0. 

The house passed two other local bills, 
the first by Messrs. Walker and Shan- 
non, of Monroe, repealing the act pass- 
ed in 1872 providing for a board of com- 
misioners of roads and revenues of Mon- 
roe county, and the otber by Mr. Kent, 
of Johnson, to create a board of commis- 
sioners of roads and revenues for John- 
son county. One or two other measures 
were read the third time, but for various 
reasons were not put upon their passage. 

A Board of Assessors. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, introduced an im- 
portant bill, which provides for the ap- 
pointment of a board of tax assessors 
who shall assess for taxation all proper- 
ty which is now returned to the comp- 
troller general. It is provided taat this 
board of assessors shall consist of three 
disinterested citizens, who shall be ap- 
pointed by the comptroller general, and 
who shal] value and asses for taxation 
all property of railroad, telegraph, tele- 
phone and express companies, such as is 
now returned directly to the comptroller 
general, | 

At Mr. Hall’s request this bill was not 
not Yeferred to a committee, but was 
ordered engrossed, which means it will 
come up in tne house for 4 hearing with- 
out being passed on by a committee. 

Mr. Hall also introduced a bill repealing 
sections 807 and 808 of the code of 1896, 
which prescribes the present method of 
fixing returns and assessments of cor- 
porations where the comptroller general 
is dissatisfied with the returns made. The 
idea of Mr. Hall is that the board of 
assessors shall supersede the present 
plan, if the bill providing for them be- 
comes a law. 

Mr. Hall introduced also a measure to 
restore the right of trial by jury. Tho 
object of this bill is to take away alto- 
gether the right of a judge in any state 
court to direct a verdict. The right to 
direct a verdict is given under section 
5831 of the code, when the evidence is 
deemed not sufficient to make out a case. 
Another bill by Mr. Hall seeks to amend 
section 4334 of the code, so taat when a 
judge expresses the opinion in a case or 
directs a verdict, the supreme court shal 
be compelled to grant a new triai, Simi- 
lar bills were introduced in the last legis- 
lature by Mr. Hall.

House Committee Unani- 
mously Agrees to Amend- 
ment of Code. 


BILL FAVORS TOWNS OF 
A CERTAIN POPULATION 


During a meeting of the general judici- 
ary committee of the house yesterday af- 
ternoon the bill introduced by the dele- 
gation from Fulton county to amend sec- 
tion 739 of the code so ag to provide that 
councilmen or aldermen of cities of less 
than 2,000 innabitants and more than 80,- 
600 inhabitants, may be eligible to hold 
other municipal effice, provided they re- 
sign office before election to another of- 
fice, was unanimously recommended for 


passage. 

The measure was introduced by Messrs. 
Slaton, Houston and Blackburn and after 
having been referred to the general judi- 
clary committee of the house, of which 
Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, is chairman, was 
referred to a subcommitte. This sud- 
committee reported tae bill back for pas- 
sage with an amendment making it prac- 
tically a local measure in that it ex- 
cepted from its operation towns and cit- 
les of less than 2, % and more than 380,000 
inhabitants, 

Section as Amended. 

The section of the code when amended 
will read as follows, according to the bin 
favored by the committee: 

“Councilmen and aldermen of the towns 
and cities of this state shall be incompe- 
tent to hold, except in towns of less than 
2,000 inaabitants and more than 80,000 in- 
habitants, any other municipal office in 
said towns and cities during the term or 
office for which they were chosen; pro- 
vided nothi herein shall render them 
ineligible to eleceted during said term, 
to serve in a term immediately succeeding 
said term, but nothing in this section 
shall apply to any municipal office whica 
is filled by appointment of the mayor. 
Any councilman or alderman appointed 
during his term to any other municipal 
office shalt resign before being eligible to 
enter upon the office to which he has been 
appointed; in cities of more than 80,000 In- 
habitants, councilmen and aldermen, dur- 
ing the term of office for whica they 
were chosen, are incompetent to hold any 
office in said cities, which is filled by ap- 
pointment or election of the general coun- 
cil or . r board, but are competent 
to ho any other offite in said cities, 
— first resigned the office of coun- 
cilman or alderman; provided nothing 
nerein contained shall be construed as re- 
—.— any provisions to the contrary 

ereof in any charter of any city or 
town in this state.“

Dun’s Review. 


New York, November 7.—R. G. Dun & 
Co’s Weekly Keview of Trade tomorrow 
will say: 

“Trade and industry are making steady 
progress, reports trom all sections of the 
country containing evidences oP whole- 
some development. an unusually large 
fall distribution occurred, and current 
transactions in heavier goods are liberal 
considering the miidness of the season. 
Complaints of slow freight movement are 
still heard, testifying to the enormous 
volume of business handled 
ways, which report earnings Yor October 
as 48 per cent larger than last year, 
and 14.2. per cent above 1900. It is the ex- 
pectation when manufacturing plants 
have not contracts assuring activity for 
many months, and annual inventories will 
be taken with difficulty owing to impor- 
tunities to manufacturers. 

“Prices of commodities proportioned to 
consumption, as shown by Dun’s Index 
Number, declined about 1 per cent during 
October to $99,579, comparing with $100,- 
648. The decrease wccurred in meats and 
fuel, mainly the latter. 

“The only development of note in the 
iron and steel market has been the 10 per 
cent reduction in price of tin plates to 
take effect December 1. While some 
cnange was anticipated the trade was not 
prepared for so large a cut. If the re- 
cent lowering of price lists in certain 
sections of the market should stimulate 
foreign trade there will be occasion for 
gratification, as some exceptional export 
movement is needed to offset the heavy 
imports of pig iron and billets. Man 
furnaces have been compelled to ba 
because of the poor receipts of coke, 
there is little evidence of improvement in 
the rallway situation, motive power being 
utterly Inadequate.

only Asks That Legislature Give the 
University $10,000 a Year for 
Two Years—Prominent Geor- 
gians Heard by Appro- 
priations Committee. 


The trustees of the state university 
met yesterday morning in the state H- 
brary at the capitol for the purpose of 
considering a matter of vital interest and 
import to that Institution—the securing 
of the cooperation of the legislature in 
a plan that will give the university a new 
fire-proof library building and a new 
dormitory which will provide room on 
the college campus for seventy-two more 
students. 

The trustees approved a report made 
by Chancellor Walter B. Hill, the de- 
tails of which were afterwards stated 
to the appropriations committee of the 
house, which was asked to appropriate 
$22,500 this year and $10,000 next year to 
the university as a necessary precedent 
for carrying out the important plan in 


view. 

The plan, as presented to the appro- 
priations committee by Chancellor Hill, 
contemplates the donation to the state 
university by Hon. George Foster Pea- 
body, a former Georgian now distin- 
guished by his educational gifts, of a 


der fire-proof library building to cost 
7 not less than $50,000, provided the legis- 


lature will appropriate to the university 
for maintenance the sum of $10,000 a 
year for two years; and also enough 
money to construct an annex to the old 
library building so that with the space 
vacated by the removal of the books 
sufficient room can be provided for the 
six schools now taught in “New Col- 
lege, thus enabling the trustees to turn 
“New College“ back into a dormitory, 
which will provide room for seventy-two 
more students. It is estimated that the 
cost of making these contemplated 
changes will be $12,500. 

Prominent Georgians Heard. 

Following Chancellor Hill’s statement 
of the plan in view, speeches in behalf 
of the university were made by former 
Governor Henry D. McDaniel, Hon. Hen- 
ry G. Turner, of Quitman, Senator A. O. 
Bacon and others, who are members of 
tae board of trustees, all of whom urged 
the committee to make the small ap- 
propriations askéd, to the end that the 
institution might secure the new library 
so much needed, and which will provide 
a flre-proof deposſt for valuable books 
that could never be replaced should they 
de destroyed. 

All of these prominent Georgians called 
attention to the great work the univer- 
sity is doing for the men of the state 
and to the fact that where it used to 
cost from $800 to $1,500 a year for a stu- 


dent to attend that institution, he can 


now do it for $200, which pwts it in the 
Teach of practically every e who de- 
sires to secure an education there. They 
pressed upon the members of the com- 
mittee the importance, of providing for 
the preservation of the valuable library 
and of making room for the seventy-two 
additional students on the campus, where 
board can be had at a minimum cost. 

The legislature has in the past made 
very few appropriations for the support 
and maintenance of the university, and 
it is on this account, it is stated, that 
Mr. Peabody made his gift of a new 
$50,000 library building contingent on the 
appropriation of $10,000 for two years in 
Succession for the support of the insti- 
tution.

with the strong presentation of the case 
made by the trustees. Chairman Davis 


requested that the trustees put in writ- | 


ing just what they desired the general 
assembly to do, and promised that the 


committee would take it up promptly and 


consider it in detail. The matter will, 
doubtless, be considered and @cted on 
by the committee at forthcoming 
meeting on Tuesday afternoon next. 


CLEAN SWEEP OUT IN MONTANA

for the first time in ten gears. There was 
a bitter factional fight in the democratic 
party between Clark and Heinze and tae 
democrats elected very few members of 
the legislature, while the populists, whom 
Heinze marshalled, did not win a single 
Office. Three senators out of sixteen 
who will hold over are elected by repub- 
licans and will participate in the elec- 
tion of a United States senator in 1904 
to succeed Gibson.

HOODOO DOCTOR 


FAILED 10 CORE 


Negroes Cause Arrest of White 
Woman in Macon 


Claim She Got All Their Money and 
Did Not Relieve Pain of Body. 
Bound Over to City Court. 
Other Central City 
News Notes. 


Macon, Ga., 
The case of Ida Taylor and Lavinia 
Alkens versus Ella Crooms came up in 
Justice Smith’e court today. The case 
has attracted attention because of it’s 
being a unique one. Ella Crooms is a 
white woman whom the other two wom- 
en, who are negroes, caused to be arrest- 
ed several days ago for cheating and 
swindling. - 

The Crooms woman, they claim, pro- 
Yessed to be a sort of hoodoo doctor and 
claimed to be ‘able to cure these women 
of certain bodily ailments, if they car- 
ried out her instructions. These instruc- 
tions were not in taking medicine, but in 
giving her all their valuables in gold 
and silver and anything else they pos- 
sessed. The negroes were not satisfied 
with the cure, so had the woman arrest- 
ed. She was bound over to the city court 
on à bond of $200. 

Suit for Board Bill. 

The superior court was occupied: today 
with the nearing of the case of Mrs.

Bankrupt Case Settled. 

The final settlement of a bankruptcy 
case of importance and long standing 
was ‘effected today, by agreement of the 
attorneys out of court. 

The case in question is that of Edwin 
Clapp et al. versus Roff Simms, bankrupt. 
Mr. Simms failed in the shoe business in 
Macon several years ago; with liabilities 
of $65,000. 

The attorneys for the plaintiff and de- 
fendant agreed to settle the case, allow- 
ing the money left of the assets after all 
costs have been paid to be distributed 
among the creditors. These assets are 
only about $5,000. The creditors are main- 
ty Wholesale shoe concerns. Several rei- 
atives of Mrs. Simms also are among 
the creditors. According to Jaw, they get 
nothing of this share to be distributed. 
Only about 5 per cent of the indebtedness 
will be paid.

OF MRS, DENNIS 


Negro Forler das Been Arrested 
at Washington 


Richard Cole Accused of the Crime 
Which Has Been Puzzling the 
National Capital for Over 
Ten Months — Cole 
Makes Denial. 


Washington, November 7.—Richard Cole, 
a colored porter, 20 years old, was ar- 
rested today and committed to jail to 
await the action of the grand jury on 
the charge of committing the assault on 
Mrs. Ada Gilbert Dennis, a dressmaker, 
at her home in this city, over ten months 
ago. Mrs. Dennis died from her injuries 
about a fortnight ago without recovering 
sufficient to talk rationally. 

Julius Van Brakle, colored, former pro- 
prietor of the Brunswick hotel, testified 
today before the coroner’s jury that) on 
March 19 Cole had said something to him 
to the effect that he (Cole) would be a 
happy man if Mrs. Dennis was dead, and 
also had said once when he looked wor- 
ried: Tes, if you had on your mind 
what I have on my mind, you would 
look worried, too.“ Van Brakle said Cole 
made statements regarding the reason 
why he did not care to visit the sick 
woman, amorg other things that Mrs. 
Dennis might say something which would 
reopen the investigation. 

Detective Hartigan, who has been work- 
ing on the case ever since the crime was 
committed, testified that Cole is the only 
person examined who wavered in his 
statements. 

Cole, who also testified before the coro- 
ner’s jury, denied making the assault and 
protested that he had assisted the au- 
thorities. He also denied using language 
attributed to him by Van Brakle.

Should Pass Measure, 


Bill To Abolish the Office of the Spe- 
cial Agent of the Western and 
Atlantic Railroad is Also 
Favored by General Ju- 

diciary Committee. 


If the unanimous recommendation of 
the general judiciary committee of the 
house is agreed to by that body relative 
to a bill introduced by Mr. Hall, of Bibb, 
a law may be passed at this session of 
the general assembly making it unla wf ul 
for any railroad, express, telegraph or 
telephone company to grant specta] priv- 
ileges to any state officer. 

This measure will prohibit the issuance 
of free passes by railroads and franks by 
express, telepnone and telegraph com- 
panies to members of the legislature, 
judges and, in fact, all other officers of 
the state, although there is a provision 
in the bill execpting policemen and, flre- 
men from the operation of the measure 
who may be allowed free transportation 
by street railway companies in towns and 
cities, where they are on duty. 

According to the bill any of the com- 
panies named that snail be guilty under 
the provisions of the measure may be 
fined $1,000 in each case. 

Author Discussed Bill. 

When the matter cama up before the 
committee, Mr. Hall, the author of the 
bill, made a short speech in advocacy 
of a favorable report. He said the meas- 
ure could but appeal to the favorabie 
consideration of ty member of tae 
committee. Mr. lage asserted that the 
bill was proper an right, and ought to 
be a law. He presented forceful argu- 
ment to substantiate his claims and when 
ne sat down there was no other discus- 
sion.

Fearsome Experience of the 
Passengers on the Steam- 
ship Luxora. 


San Diego, Cal., November 7.—The

RAIL BATES ON LIVE STOCK 


Defended by Stickney, of the Great 
Western. 

Chicago, November 7.—President A. B. 
Stickney, of the Chicago Great Western 
railroad, was the first witness at the sec- 
ond day’s session of the interstate com- 
merce commission today. He had pre- 
pared a number of figures to show that 
the rates imposed by that road were not 
unreasonable. Mr. Stickney’s testimony 
was to the effect that while there was 
an apparently large disparity between 
the rates on live stock and the finished 
product, yet the conditions of transporta- 
tion made the two rates almost equal. 

W. B. Biddle, traffic manager of tke 
Santa Fe railroad, who was the next wit- 
ness, took isue with President Stickney 
in regard to rates on live stock. He 
began by stating at tné rates estah- 
lished by his company on packing house 
products are the same as those of the 
Great Western railroad, while on live 
stock it is only 12 cents compared with 
23 1-2 charged by the Great Western line. 
The witness said that the cost of both 
were about equal and that railroad men 
geenrally recoginzed that the rates should 
be higher on the finished products than 
on live stcok.

“The people have given the republican 
party a chance to make good,” said Pres- 
ident Roosevelt to a western visitor this 
morning. , 

The remark was in reply to the effusive 
declaration that Mr. Roosevelt's own u- 
dividuality was responsible for the vie- 
tory on Tuesday. Continuing, he said he 
did not delude Himseit with the impres- 
sion that the resujt of the election 
meant that he would be reelect two 
years from now, or tit at t time 


there would be another vote of confidence 


in the republican party. He said that the 
regult of the next election depended en- 
tirely upon what was done at Washing- 
ton between now and that time, and not 
what has been promised before the recent 
election. 

The president vigorously stated that he 
was convinced there would be reaction 
against the republican party if the coun- 
try was disappointed in the legislation and 
administration of the next year. He men- 
tioned the fact that the prices of com- 
modities had risen more rapidly than the 
price of labor, and it would be the busi- 
ness of the government to reduce the first 
without lowering the second.

He Says Officers in the Army Wed 
Too Early, 


He Thinks the Practice Should Be 
Discouraged as the Grooms Lack 
Means To Support Wives. 
Vocal Music as Means 
of Discipline. 


Washington, November 7.—The annual 
report of Major General Henry C. Cor- 
bin, adjutant general of the army, shows 
that during the fiscal year there were 
25 officers killed in action or died of 
wounds and disease, 21 resigned and 68 
retired. Of the enlisted men, 1. 2 were 
killed or died of wounds or disease; 35,- 
806 were discharged on the expiration of 
service, 5,698 were dicharged for disability 
or dismissed by order of courtmartial, 
4,667 deserted, 2 were missing and 20 re- 
tired. 

General Corbin, in calling attention to 
his former recommendation that the rank 
and pay of military attaches abroad 
should be increased, suggests that retired 
officers of high rank might be selected 
for this ser wies. While the number of 
attaches have been decreased, the ser- 
vice has improved because of the recip- 
rocal relations that have been establish- 
ed with the war departments of the sev- 
era] governments where officers are sta- 
tioned. He cites the two cases where 
the military attache at Paris secured the 
model of the Lebel rifle and the French 
saddle from the French government. 

Army Maneuvers. 

In reviewing the reports of the officers 
who participatel in the army and navy 
maneuvers last September, General Cor- 
bin says that much valuable information 
was acquired. He says:, 

‘The maneuvers have proved that the 
rank and file of our army can be depend- 
ed upon in every emergency; that appa- 
rently impossible tasks can be accom- 
plished under the spur of necessity, and 
that there is an immeasurable gulf be- 
tween practice and theory. The lessons 
learned by both officers and men were of 
more practical value than years of ordi- 
nary garrison routine and instruction.” 

He strongly recommends that similar 
exercises be conducted annually and 
made to embrace each year a new thea- 
ter of operations, so that the benefit may 
be shared by the different garrisons in 
the several fields of defense. 

The adjutant general has obtained the 
number and kind of “ams in the hands 
of the national guard in the several 
states, and finds less than 4,000 United 
States magazine rifles in their posses- 
sion. Of the multitude of other types 
he said this heterogenous collection of 
obsoelet arms is a very serious detri- 
ment to the efficiency of the entire na- 
tional guard, which, in organization, 
drill, instructions, etc., assimilates close- 
ly to the regular army, and should be 
armed with the same arms as the latter. 
If called into service under this deplora- 
ble condition, much trouble and vexa- 
tious delays are involved in providing 
the different kinds of ammunition re- 
quired, and in urgent or unforeseen con- 
tingencies may lead to disastrous re- 
sults.“ 

General Corbin recommends legislation 
providing that Major Generals Merritt, 
Brooke and Otis, now on the retired list, 
be given the rank of lieutenant general. 

Early Marriages. 

He has the following to say concernin 
early marriages: 

“The early marriage of the younger 
officers of the army, many of whom are 
only dependent upon their pay and al- 
lowances for support, is greatly to de 
deplored, and should be discouraged. A 
young officer should have but one al- 
legiance, and that should be to the ser- 
vice. Those without private means must 
netessarily divide their pay between the 
demands of their officers and family. A 
considerable number ar erequired for 
service in the Philippines, where living 1s 
expensive, and the accomplishment of 
this tour of duty results in actual hard- 
ships to officers with families.“ 

General Corbin has the following to say 
of the canteen: 

The restoration of the exchange as it 
cxisted prior to the passage of the act 
of February 2, 1901, prohibiting the sale 


of beer, is desired and urged by the 
great majority of officers and men, and 
by none more than those of pronounced 
temperance views. 

“Numerous reports confirm the views 
long held by this office that the old ex- 
change contributed to sobriety, heaith 
and contentment of the men. The in- 
crease of desertions and of trials for 
infractions of discipline is, by those best 
informed, attributed to the abolition of 
the former privileges of the exchange.” 


Vocal Music. 


In conclusion, he says: 

“The instruction of ouremen in vocal 
music would be a step in the direction 
of contentment and better discipline. 
Every regiment should have its march- 
ing song. Frequent practice in singing, 
jarticularly during the long winter even- 
ings, would do much to make our men 
satisfied to remain in quarters and away 
from the baleful influence of the bar 
rooms that exist in too great numbers 
in the vicinity of all our military posts. 
These bar 1ccms are under the protection 
of the license and laws of the several 
states and are beyond the control of the 
military authority.“ 


Mayor Johnson and the Presidency. 

William E. Curtis, in The Chicago Rec- 
ord-Herald: No one, so far as I can as- 
certain, has ever been able to make Mayor 
Johnson talk about the presidency. When 
1 approached the subject with him he 
protested amiably against discussing his 
own prospects or possibilities, claiming 
that the republican papers had started a 
boom for him as a joke. That was al) 
he was willing to say, but his satellites 
do not hesitate to discuss his intentions 
with great freedom, and half a dozen of 
his closest advisers and lieutenants have 
declared within the last few days that 
he will be nominated in 1904 and will go to 
the democratic national convention with 
a solid delegation from Ohio behind him. 
When they were reminded that Mr. John- 
son was making light of the subject, they 


retorted: 
“Tom is ali right. He ain't saying a 


word, but is sawin’ wood just the same,“ 
And that describes the situation accu- 
rately.

He has disposed of all his stock in cor- 
porations. He has no business cares or 
responsibilities. He has nothing to ex- 
plain, and is creating issues every day by 
his efforts at municipal reform.

‘Convicts Are Doing the Work and 
Are Sustained by Small Assess- 
ment—Model Public High- 
ways — Chamber of 
Commerce. 


Waycross, Ga., November 7.—(Special.)— 
The Ware county commissioners have 
closed a contract for the purchase of 4 
complete and up-to-date outfit for the 
working of the public roads in this coun- 
ty. An improved grading machine has 
been purchased, and has been at work 
on one of the country roads for the past 
two weeks, and an improved traction en- 
gine and four clay and gravel cars have 
been contracted for. The engine and cars 
will cost about $3,700 and are to be ship- 
ped from a manufactory in Michigan in 
a few days. 

The commisioners propose to repair 
every public road in Ware county, and 
where it is possible to place a clay and 
gravel surface on the roads. The trac- 
tion engine is thirty-six-horse power and 
is to be used for the purpose of hauling 
clay and gravel and to pack the roads. 
The engine has a speed of from three to 
four miles an hour, when the four clay 
cars are heavily loaded. The cars will 
carry almost as much clay as a railroad 
flat car. 

A convict gang has recently been es- 
tablished in this county for the purpose 
ot working the roads, and this gang bas 
deen at work on the road between Way- 
cross and Waresboro for the past month. 
An extra tax will be levied each year on 
all citizens of Ware county to support 
the convict gang, and to bear other ex- 
penses incurred in working the roads. 
From this source the county commis- 

‘ pioners will, obtain several thousand dol- 
lars each year. 

The new road machinery will do the 
work of more than a hundred men, and 
probably a fourth that number of mules. 
The good roads movement in Ware coun- 
ty is one, and is being encouraged by 
nearly every one. 

Chamber of Commerce. 

The Waycros chamber of commerce has 
at last been established on a business 
basis, and an office has been opened in 
Youman’s block, on Elizabeth street. 

J. Mitt Wells, formerly chief clerkk in 
the office of George W. Haines, a super- 
intendent on the Plant system of rail- 
ways, has been employed as secretary for 
one year, and will devote his entire time 
in looking after the interests of Waycross 
and Ware county. Mr. Wells’ office is in 
the chamber of commerce rooms. 8 

The people of Waycross have sub- 
scribed something over $200 per month for 
one year to the chember of commerce, 
and this amount will be increased by ad- 
ditlonal contributions. The chamber will 
encourage industries of every kind who 
are looking for locations to come to Way- 
cross, and will endeavor to bring settlers 
here to locate on some of the unoccupied 
lands, which lay in thousands of acres 
within a few miles of this city.

Baroness Von Muenchausen 
Talks About the Suit of 
Her Husband. 


New York, November 7.—Baroness Von 
Muenchhausen, wife of the Hanoverian 
nobleman who has just lost his suit in 
Berlin against two of the members of the 
alleged marriage syndicate,“ is visiting 
her father, C. Birdy. 

The baroness declares that her husband 
had no knowledge of the alleged aims of 
the syndicate when he borrowed from 
Eissler, one of the men named in the 
suit. He was a poor officer in the Ger- 
man army, she said, and had run into 
debt. His estate, handed down from the 
great story teller, was in the hands of a 
cousin and the baron was compelled to 
raise funds to support his position in the 
army. He did not learn until afterwards, 
she says, that he was in the hands of an 
organized band whose operations were al- 
leged to have been carried on for some 
time among members of the German 
aristocracy. It is true, she admits, that 
the baron was engaged at the time to a 
southern girl of great wealth and that 
after he came to this country the en- 
gagement was broken, owing to religious 
differences. While in this country, the 
baron, she explained, learned of the ob- 
jects of his creditors and broke off all 
communication with them. Instead of 
seeking an heiress, he was in the United 
States to study American methods of 
farming and pursued this object in the 
west and in Virginia for some time. 
While he was in New York in 1888 the 
baron met her father, who invited him 
to ‘their home. Their engagement fol- 
towed and the wedding was celebrated on 
Decerfiber 5, 1898: 

The estate, which is said to be one of 
the finest in northern Germany, was 
taken from the hands of the baron's 
cousin later and the couple have since 
resided there. The baroness says a syn- 
dicate was formed to ‘prospect for oil on 
the lands and afforded him money with 
which the baron settled his indebtedness 
to Eissler.

Criticism of the Navy. 

Chicago News: While it {s generally 
conceded among naval experts of all na- 
tions that the battle ships which the 
United States is designing are superior 
specimens of naval construction, the pol- 
icy of increasing the number of the larg- 
est ships is being questioned by authori- 
ties whose opinion is worth considering. 
The staff correspondent of The Daily 
News in Paris, in a dispatch published 
recently, reports that French naval offi- 
cers express surprise at the growth of 
battle ship construction in this country. 
The building of these great floating fort- 
resses, they affirm, is not in accordance 
with advanced theories of warfare, and 
they predict that the new vessels in time 
of war may prove to be merely conven- 
lently large targets for torpedoes. 

The torpedo boat, like the destroyer and 
the submarine, is as yet an unknown 
quantity as a factor in war conditions. 
Its construction has been discouraged in 
several countries, both for this reason 
and because it is supposed that rapid evo» 
lution will soon render the present types 
obsolete. What these small craft may 
be able to do as fleet auxfiaries operat- 
ing far from a base of supplies is yet to 
be determined. It seems certain. however, 
that the small vessel or submarine which 
carries torpedo tubes and has high speed 
must play an important part in any con- 
Met wherein it has a fair trial. The fact 
that a ereat battleship mav be at the 
mercy of a single tinv vessel e bound to 
have an effect on the morale of naval 
officers and crews.
